Washington, July 23.— Rival man­ 
agers in *he triangular contest for 


the presidency are perfecting plans 
for the coming campaign. 
Speaking drives will start after La­ 
bor day, it was announced. 
Republi­ 
can campaign plans are undergoing 


a complete revision at the hands of 
President 
Coolidge 
and 
Chairman 
William H. Butler of the Republican 


national committee. 
Democratic man­ 
agers 
in 
conference with Clem L. 
Shaver, prospective chairman of the 
Democratic national committee, are 
rapidly working out the details of the 
intensive speaking tours to be made 
by John W . Davis, and the independ­ 
ent campaign, headed by Senator La 
Follette, has begun to take form, in­ 
cluding the selection of the commit­ 
tee of 11, which will determine the 
conduct of the fight. 
The unexpected strength which the 
independent move seems to be gath­ 
ering is causing the rival manage 
ments to make many shifts in their 
programs. 
One change calls for ex­ 
panding the speaking 
program for 
President Coolidge. 
It had been plan­ 
ned to have him make not more than 
six speeches outside of Washington 
Now it seems certain that he will ac­ 
cept invitations to speak in at least a 
dozen cities in key positions over the 
country, as far as the northwest, and 
perhaps one on the Pacific coast. 
The Democrats intend to stage a 
desperate fight throughout the east, 
particularly In New York, with its 43 
electoral votes. 
They are counting 
on Governor A1 Smith being prevailed 
upon to reconsider his decision not 
to run for re-election as governor of 
New York. 
Neither is the east being 
overlooked by the independents. Sen­ 
ator Wheeler, La Toilette's running 
mate, will open his nationwide speak­ 
ing trip in New York, and La Fol­ 
lette is 
expected 
to 
make 
several 
speeches in the east. 
Chairman Butler of the Republican 
national committee issued this state­ 
ment: 
“ Our friendly enemies desire 
to make this, as some of them have 
said, a campaign based on the per­ 
sonality of the candidates. 
W e will 
be ready. 
If they desire to base the 
election on pledges or party records 
we will not be disturbed.” 
Butler also announced that a branch 
office of the party’s national head 
quarters would probably be opened in 
the west to supplement the national 
offices to bo maintained in Chicago, 
the 
eastern 
headquarters 
in 
New 
York and the Washington office. 
Those in charge of Senator La Fol- 
lette’s campaign for president plan 
to let voters know, well In advance 
of election day, which congressional 
candidates they favor. 
They are to 
make determined efforts to increase 
the stren g th of the insurgent blocs in 
the house and senate. 
Senators and 
representatives who have been in ac­ 
cord with L a Follette policies and 
are up for re-election will be given 
indorsement, while in

and districts encouragement will be 
given “ liberal” candidates in the field 
against members of the senate and 
house whom the followers of the W is­

Chicago, Ju ly 23.—The hearing to 
determine the mental 
responsibility 


of Nathan F. Leopold, Jr., and Rich­ 
ard 
Loeb, confessed slayers of 14- 
year-old Robert Franks, opened be­ 
fore Judge Caverlv today, with an 


array of witnesses 
called 
by both 


sides. 
It is expected that more than three 
weeks will De consumed for the hear­ 


ing. 
State’s Attorney Crowe, in his 
opening statement today, said he in­ 
tends to present every bit of evidence 
collected by the state just as if a 
Jury was hearing the case. The prose­ 
cution. which demands the gallows 
for the two university students, who 
said they killed for experiment, plans 
to examine 100 witnesses. 
The de­ 
fense, hoping for a life sentence, ex­ 
pects to submit testimony of alien­ 
ists regarding the mental responsibil­ 
ity of the youths. Only evidence tend­ 
ing to mitigate their punishment can 
be submitted to the court. 
State's Attorney Crowe announced 
he would summon the bereaved par­ 
ents, and almost at the same mo­ 
ment Attorney Benjamin Bachrach of 
defense counsel said he would call 
the two youths and their parents. 
The court has four alternates— a 
sentence of death, a sentence of life 
imprisonment, a sentence of 14 years’ 
imprisonment or a sentence of any 
number of years over 14. 
The hear­ 
ing will be exactly like a trial, except 
that since the boys have already ad­ 
mitted their guilt, there will be no 
jury and the arguments of the state 
and defense will be presented to the 
court only for the purpose of affecting 
the degree of the sentence. 
Clarence Darrow, chief counsel for 
the defense, explained why he en­ 
tered the plea of guilty. 
“ It was the 
only logical thing for us to do." the 
famous defense attorney said. “ Those 
boys are not fit to mingle in society. 
Their parents are agreed that their 
sons should be confined. 
The defense 
never 
did 
and 
does 
not 
now, 
of 
course, have any desire to set them 
free.” 
State’s Attorney Crowe opened the 
state's case with an explanation of 
what he will seek to establish. 
It 
was a lengthy statement. 
He will 
summon one after another of his wit­ 
nesses to relate 
from 
the witness 
stand all the events of the kidnaping 
and killing of Robert Franks. 
Drs. Janies Whitney Hall and W il­ 
liam J. Hickson of Chicago, Dr. W il­ 
liam A. 
White of Washington, Dr. 
Karl Bowman of 
Boston 
and 
Dr. 
Ralph Ham ili are among the mental 
experts who will take the stand for 
the defense. 
Jacob Franks, father of the slain 
boy, expressed the hope that the plea 
of guilty did not ^oan the slayers 
would escape actual criminal prose­ 
cution. 
He visited the state’s attor­ 
ney’s office after he heard first re­ 
ports of the action of the defense. “ It 
means something, perhaps, when they 
admit their guilt,” he said. 
“ Now, if 
ever there was a case on earth de­ 
manding the death penalty, it is this 
one. 
I have been of the opinion from 
the start that these boys should be 
put to death. 
This talk of Insanity Is 
all nonsense.”

Herring Fro m No rth Sea 
Bremerhav en.—European ichthyolo­ 
gists hav e become greatly exercised by 
tin* diminished numbers of haddock 
and herring in the North sea, from 
which v arious other countries obtain 
their principal fish supplies. 
Sev eral conferences hav e been held 
by those interested In the fish Industry 
to consider what steps may be taken 
to remedy the situation. 
The herring 
began fo disappear three years ago, 
and the haddock some months later. 
Fish 
ex perts attribute the dimin­ 
ished 
numbers 
to Incredibly 
large 
schools of jellyfish and v arious forms 
of sea nettle which were swept in 
from the Atlantic ocean in 1020, when 
sev eral changes were reported In the 
different Atlantic currents. 
The Jellyfish came in a flood of 
warm water and made themselv es at 
home at once, consuming the food of 
the herring in such great amounts that 
the herring were unable to subsist. 
When they began to disappear the 
haddock, too, began gradually to di­ 
minish, as it is upon the eggs of tho 
herring that the haddock exists during 
a great part of the year.

tests to make it possible to say posi­ 
tiv ely that it Is the final solution of j 
the difficulty, but medical journals in 
Germany and England hav e written 4 
enthusiastic articles about it, and v a-, 
rious authorities hav e v entured to pre- j 
diet that this enthusiasm has not been j 
misplaced.

Slayer of Young Franks— State De­ 
mands 
Death 
Penalty, While De­ 
fense 
Hopes

Chicago, July 23.—The hearing to 
determine the mental 
responsibility 
of Nathan F. Leopold, Jr., and Rich­ 
ard Loeb, confessed slayers of 14- 
year-old Robert Franks, opened be­ 
fore Judge Caverly today, with an 
array of witnesses 
called 
by both 
sides. 
It is expected that more than three 
weeks will De consumed for the hear­ 
ing. 
State’s Attorney Crowe, in his 
opening statement today, said he in­ 
tends to present every bit of evidence 
collected by the state just as if a 
jury was hearing the case. The prose­ 
cution, which demands the gallows 
for the two university students, who 
said they killed for experiment, plans 
to examine IOO witnesses. 
The de­ 
fense, hoping for a life sentence, ex­ 
pects to submit testimony of alien­ 
ists regarding the mental responsibil­ 
ity of the youths. Only evidence tend­ 
ing to mitigate their punishment can 
be submitted to the court. 
State's Attorney Crowe announced 
he would summon the bereaved par­ 
ents. and almost at the same mo­ 
ment Attorney Benjamin Bachrach of 
defense counsel said he would call 
the two youths and their parents. 
The court has four alternates—a 
sentence of death, a sentence of life 
imprisonment, a sentence of 14 years* 
imprisonment or a sentence of any 
number of years over 14. 
The hear­ 
ing will be exactly like a trial, except 
that since the boys have already ad­ 
mitted their guilt, there will be no 
jury and the arguments of the state 
and defense will be presented to the 
court only for the purpose of affecting 
the degree of the sentence. 
Clarence Barrow, chief counsel for 
the defense, explained why he en­ 
tered th)1 plea of guilty. 
“It was the 
only logical thing for us to do,” the 
famous defense attorney said. 
Those 
boys are not fit to mingle in society. 
Their parents are agreed that their 
sons should be confined. The defense 
never did 
and 
does not 
now. of 
course, have any desire to set them 
free.” 
State’s Attorney Crowe opened the 
state’s case with an explanation of 
what he will seek to establish. ( It 
was a lengthy statement. 
He will 
summon one after another of his wit­ 
nesses to relate from the witness 
stand all the events of the kidnaping 
and killing of Robert Franks. 
Ors. lames Whitney Hall and Wil­ 
liam J. Hickson of Chicago, Dr. Wil­ 
liam A. White of Washington. Dr. 
i Kart Bowman of 
Iloston 
and 
Dr. 
Ralph Hamlll are among th« mental 
experts who will take tho stand for 
the d of ens*. 
Jacob Franks, father of tho slain 
boy, expressed the hope that th** plea ; 
of guilty did hoi .i.u n the slayers 
would escape actual criminal prose­ 
cution. 
He visited th)’ state's attor­ 
ney’s office after lie heard first re­ 
ports of the action of the defense. “It 
means something, perhaps, when they 
admit their guilt,” he said. 
Now, if 
ever there was a cast1 on earth de­ 
manding the death penalty, it is this 
one. 
I have been of the opinion from 
the start that these boys should be 
put to death. This talk of insanity is 
all nonsense.**

Hungry Jellyfish Drive 
Herring From North Sea 
Bremerhaven.—European ichthyolo­ 
gists have become greatly exercised by 
the diminished numbers of haddock 
and herring in the North sea, from 
which various other countries obtain 
their principal fish supplies. 
Several conferences have been held 
by those interested in the fish Industry 
to consider what steps may he taken 
to remedy the situation. 
The herring 
began to disappear three years ago, 
and the haddock some months later. 
Fish experts attribute the dimin­ 
ished 
numbers 
to incredibly 
large 
schools of jellyfish and various forms 
of sea nettle which were swept in 
from the Atlantic ocean In 1920, when 
several changes were reported In the 
different Atlantic currents. 
The Jellyfish 
c a m e in a flood of 
warm water and made themselves at 
h o m e at once, consuming the food of 
the herring in such great amounts that 
the herring were unable to subset. 
When they began to disappear til® 
haddock, too, began gradually to di­ 
minish, as It Is upon the eggs of tho 
herring that tho haddock exists during 
a great part of the year.

News of 
flu* discovery came from Prof. Paul 
Froseh of the Royal Veterinary col­ 
lege, who has been working on the 
problem several years in conjunction 
with Professor.

The new bacillus has not yet been 
subjected 
to 
sufficient 
confirmatory 
tests to make it possible to say posi­ 
tively thut it Is the final solution of 
the difficulty, but medical Journals in 
Germany and England bare written 
enthusiastic articles about it, and va­ 
r i o u s authorities have ventured to pre­ 
dict that this enthusiasm has not been 
misplaced.

Washington, IL C —The story of an 
explorers life in the northern Alaskan 
wilderness and the discovery of un­ 
charted streams is contained In a let­ 
ter brought back to civilization by ar. 
Eskimo from the geological survey 
party headed by I>r. Philip S. Smith 
and made public by the Interior de* 
pertinent. The expedition is explor­ 
ing naval petroleum reserve No. 4. 
ut exploring the Colville river, (lie 
letter, written March 30, states that 
Doctor Smith found a river about 200 
yards wide, which flows w e s t w a rd and 
then 
turns 
northward. The 
party 
plans to continue the river explora­ 
tions, but they must reach the coast 
iii time to catch the last ship out of 
the Arctic ocean before the September 
freeze. 
Find Grove of Willows. 
The party has established a base 
camp at the head of the Unskserak 
river about ten miles from the divide 
between the Unakserak and Colville 
rivers, at latitude 67:15:30, at an alti­ 
tude of 2,200 feet, 
on this divide the 
party has discovered groves ut willow 
trees as large as a mans wrist, which 
they are using for fuel. 
The letter explained that the sup­ 
porting party of seven men and 120 
dogs turned back on March 10, and 
the main expedition was proceeding 
with three sleds and thirty-three dogs. 
The sleds soon will be abandoned, and 
the Journey continued in canoes on the 
Colville river. 
The letter, which was written by 
Dr. J. B. Mcrtie, Jr.. gives the follow­ 
ing description: 
•‘During the summer, I have been 
engaged chiefly in making astronomi­ 
cal o b se rv a tio n s with th e transit. 
I 
have seven good observations on lati­ 
tu d e and azimuth, which check one an­ 
other very well. 
Able to Find the Time. 
“Having ray azimuth, I also have 
local time from transits of the sun. 
And what with watches, and their 
known ratings, we are in a position 
to make a fair computation of longi­ 
tude. I am. also able to rate our 
watches from successive transits of tile 
sun. day after day at this camp. 
“Such diversion keeps me very busy. 
and Hie days pass very quickly. Once 
In a while, say once a day. when It 
gets too cob! sitting in the tent, I 
warm up by .cutting wood for a I alf 
hour or an hour All of us are well. 
None of us have !>een seriously fros*- 
bitten yet. trad I think the most se­ 
vere weather of the winter is past 
now. 
So. till In all, everything is go 
ing fine, and the success of the expe­ 
dition seems assured. Just tell that 
to the doubters.”
